Front page space was n to the 
story by some of the papers, which 
have made themselves ridiculous in 
the eyes of their Catholic readers be- 
cause the Catholic papers here gave 
| great prominence to a complete denial 
of the fable when it was published 
last August. On that occasion it was 
unreservedly withdrawn by the two 
news agencies which circulated it. 

The story as now printed here lo- 
cates the scene of the tragedy in Val- 
ladolid. Last time it was Madrid. This 
time only four nuns were shot. Last 
time five suffered that fate. In other | 
respects it is the same story that has | 
‘been served up without verification. 

As related the new story runs as 
| follows: 
| “A daughter of a Spanish Army of- 
| ficer belonging to the Valladolid gar- 
'rison complained to her father of cer- 
‘tain happenings. which, she alleged, 
had occurred at the convent where she 
was a pupil. The officer went to the 
‘convent and remonstrated with the 
| Mother Superior, but decided to allow 
his daughter to continue to attend tis 
| establishment. 

“When, however, that same oahu 
| the girl did not return home as usual, 
ithe officer went again to the convent 
to inquire for her.

‘convent. The father searched the 
town, but, failing to find any trace of 
his daughter, returned late at night 
to the convent.
